VIENNA, Feb. 12. — The political powder house of 
Austria blew today with a Socialist general strike and gov- 
; ernment reprisals which cost upwards of 80 lives as bloody 
| fighting raged in Vienna, Linz, Graz and finally spread to 
| the munitions centres of Steyr, Bruckandermur and Eggen- 
berg. Martial law was enforced in Vienna, Graz and Linz. 
The fighting in the last city accounted for 31 to 41 of the 
dead, while one was killed in Vienna.

The walkout is a protest against 
attacks on parliament by what the 
strikers term “fascist forces and 
partisans of fallen regimes’ who ti 
is asserted are ready to pursue their 
aim to “substitute a dictatorship 
for a democracy.” 

The movement is intended as a 
solemn warning to the new govern- 


ment that the workers will not 
tolerate any dictatorial regime.

The writer is no weakling and 


no criminal in the accepted 
sense of the word. He makes no 
bones about his own folly. At

Since 1930 Canada has deported 25,000 per- 
sons and shipped them back to Europe, 15,000 
of them because they could not make a living 
in the country. 

That was a policy of tragic folly, to mention 
only its minor defect. The deportees would 
have been worth more to Canada than it would 
cost to support them through the depression, 
and those sent back against their wishes will 
be deadly enemies of Canada and all things 
Canadian for all time to come.

That is cer- 
tainly what the thousands of men and women 
who have been ruined want to be told. 


But if the information is to be unearthed 
by the special investigating committee the 
Prime Minister is setting up, there is nothing 
in his resolution to instruct the committee to 
that end or to warrant either parliament or 
the public expecting to get the information. 

Permission, it may be hoped, is to be allowed 
the committee to wander beyond the very 
definitely worded clauses of the resolution, 
and to enquire in the broadest way how it has 
come about that industry in Canada is in a 
“crisis,” with wages depressed, prices boosted, 
and investors looking vainly for returns on the 
floods of stock and bonds into which they were 
induced to put their’ money. If that is to hap- 
pen the committee will have to act on its own 
motion, 

The promoter of mergers and combines, for 
his fabulously profitable operations in the field 
of re-finance and re-capitalization, is the party 
who will have to be hunted down, punished 
where possible, and curbed as to his future 
activities, before industry can be established 
on a safe and sane basis, with decent wages 
for its employees, fair returns to investors, and 
reasonable prices to the public. 

If the committee is to trace the foot-steps of 
that gentleman it will have to go far beyond

There’s a somewhat similar phenomenom 
taking place in the western world among 


wealthy, influential and educated men. The 
great god Gold Standard has been toppled off 
his throne in England and United States. Some 
daring chaps, on the wings of thought, flew over 
its head and reported that,there was nothing 
there to be afraid of—that it was just a device 
invented by old Nathan Meyer Rothschild after 
the close of the Napoleonic Wars, to keep down 
supplies of money and multiply his own wealth 
through the sale of credit, a device continued 
by men of his profession ever since, until the 
world of business busted. 

But look at them now, like bewildered ants 
in the wreck of an antheap, running hither and 
thither with the thing they value most. It isn’t, 
as in the case of the wise ant, the eggs that 
hold the continuance of their kind. They run 
hither and thither, seeking a safe place for their 
gold. The Bremen and the Berengaria arrived 
at New York one day last week with cargoes 
richer than any Spanish galleon that Drake or 
Hawkins captured. They had thirty-two and a 
half tons of the yellow metal packed in steel 
bound wooden boxes. By special train, by 
steamer and by airplane the gold supplies of 
Europe are being hustled hither and thither for 
safe keeping. Twelve planes in a gold Armada 
of the skies, brought twenty tons from France 
and the Netherlands to London—a bigger daily 
load than was shipped out three years ago 
when gold was leaving Londong through fear, 
because London had mocked the god, and all 
sorts of dire happenings were expected. 


What a mess the monetary situation is in. 
As I write the gold value of the U.S, dollar is 
60 cents compared to the 100 cents of a year 
ago. Yet its market value is still 100 cents. 

The ,Canadian dollar has a gold value of 
only 25 cents, yet its market value today is 
99.3 cents. A year ago when the US. dollar 
was worth 100 cents in gold the 25 cent gold 
value Canadian dollar had a market value of 
85.6 cents. It would take a very clever man to 
harmonize these prices with the theory that it 
is the amount of gold behind the dollar that 
gives it its value, If it is the gold backing that 
gives value, then exchange value of the Cana- 
dian dollar should have been 25 cents a year 
and 41.6 cents today. It is quite clear that 
the gold reserve has little to do with fixing 
exchange values where the non-gold assets and 
the credit of the issuing are satisfactory. 

The parallel can be made in ordinary com- 


ago 


mercial transactions between individuals or 
business concerns, If a prospective buyer has 
no assets or reputation for paying his debts, 
cash security in full is necessary to make his 


promise to pay 100 per cent valid. If the pros- 
pective buyer has ample assets and has a 
reputation for honorable dealing, his promise 
to pay is good without cash security. If Can- 
ada’s dollar secured by 25 cents of gold is valued 
at 99.3 cents at New York, or Britain's pound 
without a grain of gold behind it is valued at 
$5.01 at New York, then ‘it is obviously clear 
that gold is not necessary to give value to 
currency where physical assets and a reputa- 
tion for national honor exist, 

Faith in the old god Gold Standard will die 
hard, His priests have done too well for them- 
selves, placing the world in thrall to an ever- 
increasing burden of debt through issues of 
credit, to let the old ju-ju go to his grave with- 
out a struggle. If the exodus from France 
means anything it is that the financial priests 
fear the god is to be toppled from his throne in 
France ere long.

Hernia More Common 


in Men 
By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 


Rupture is a disorder more often found in 
men than in women, Out of ten cases, four 
will come on before the age of 35 and six after 
this age. While rupture is the common name, 
doctors call the condition “hernia.” When a 
patient is ruptured, this means that a loop of 
intestine is thrust through a 
tear in the muscular wall of 
the abdomen. 

In some cases the wall is 
not actually torn but a weak 
spot becomes strained out of 
place as a result of pressure 
and pushes outward. In men 
a common form is the in- 
guinal; in women, the com- 
mon form is the femoral, and 
the umbilical form, or rupture 
of the navel, is the type us-

ually found in children. 
If a rupture can be pushed back inside the 


abdominal wall, it is a reducible hernia; if it 
cannot be replaced, it is an irreducible hernia. 
It is very important that you overcome your 
rupture while it can still be pushed back, for 
with the passage of time there is a danger that 
it may grow larger or be held fixed by adhe- 
sions, and you will not be able to return it. 
In such a case, severe trouble, such as strang- 
ulation, may develop including the danger of 
gangrene. All cases of strangulated hernia re- 
quire immediate attention of a doctor to deter- 
mine the advisability of an operation. The 
best plan is to correct a rupture while it still 
may be pushed back where it belongs. 

In my experience I have found that, if a 
rupture is corrected early enough, the condi- 
tion frequently may be completely overcome 
by natural methods of treatment. Since I have 
seen so many cases in which this was accom- 
plished, I suggest that you give these methods 
a réasonable trial to see how much you will 
benefit. In many cases, considerable improve- 
ment will take place to the extent that the 
rupture will remain small and will cause no 
distress. In a few cases operation will be the 
only way out, but in the majority of cases the 
rupture will be healed over and the patient 
will then be able to lead as active a life as he 
desires and will not be bothered by any return 
of the trouble. 

The underlying cause of a rupture is a weak 
This is due to 


spot in the abdominal wall. 
weakness of the muscles which cover the ab- 
domen and, when such a_ condition already 


exists any excessive pressure from within due 
to gas may make the trouble worse. In those 
patients where a weak spot is present, all that 
is needed for the rupture to occur is some 
strain of an unusual nature. This may be due 
to lifting or to some other vigorous muscular 
effort. The weak spot then gives way and a 
loop of the intestine starts to push its way out- 
ward. Since the heavy work of men makes it 
more likely that they will undergo sudden 
muscular strain, this explains why rupture is 
seen more frequently among males. Rupture 
has been known to follow the sudden strain of 
a violent coughing spell. 

Some of the signs and symptoms of rupture 
are: At first the patient notices a small swell- 
ing which goes away when he lies down or 
when he presses against it with the fingers 
In those cases where a loop of intestine has 
actually pushed through the wall, the swelling 
will feel very soft and easily “gives” under 
pressure with the fingertips. The trouble grad- 
ually grows worse, and there is then felt an 
ache or dull discomfort or a sensation of weak- 
ness. The pain is more marked as the rupture 
increases in size.

AN ANCIENT UNIVERSITY 

On this date, in 1800, the col- 
lege of New Brunswick was 
founded at Frederick Town by 
Sir Howard Douglas, then lieu- 


tenant governor of the province. | 


At first it was merely a grammar 
school for the county of York 
and it was not until 1820 that 
studies were introduced leading 
to the degree of bachelor of arts, 
which was ‘first conferred on 


students, the first graduates, in 
1828 

Through the interest of the 
Governor the finances were im- 


proved and a stone building was 
erected on a commanding posi- 
tion south-west of the capital, 
and it still serves as the principal 
building of the university. Sir 
Howard Douglas also secured a 
royal charter in 1829 when the 
name was changed to King’s 
College. The legislature provided 
an endowment of eleven hundred 
pounds a year, in addition to one

thousand pounds granted by the 
King out of the casual and ter- | 
ritorial revenues of the province. 

Sir Howard, a man of liberal 
views, sought to have the char- 
ter drawn upon broad lines, but 
it was so framed as to make it 
essentially a Church of England 
college. After years of bitter 
controversy, for the non-Angli- 
can tax-payers objected to the 
discrimination against their sons, 
a bill was passed in 1846 remov- 
ing some of the restrictions of 
the charter. 


In 1859 King’s College became 
the University of New Bruns- 
wick and was entirely trans- 
formed into a provincial unde- 
nominational institution, Of re- 
eent years the university has 
been enlarged by a residence for 
men, provided by Baron Beaver- 
brook, in memory of his wife, 
and a library building, given by 
C. E. Neill, long manager of the 
Royal Bank of Canada, a native 
of Fredericton

THE EXCHANGE RACKET 

Editor Bulletin: Your editorial 
of the 5th inst. asks the ques- 
tion, “Does Canada never win?” 
And after illustrating the rise and 
fall of the dollar and pound, you 
state that the plain man, ponder- 
ing these figures gets the sense 
that we are being robbed, 
whether by the mysterious work- 
ing of our “sound” money sys- 
tem, or by the manipulation of 
money changing interests. 

I think robbed is the right 
word, and that we are being 
robbed with the knowledge of 
statesmen who were elected to 
protect our interests; rebbed at 
the point of administration so to 
speak. 

I have before me a chart jssued 
by a bank showing the fluctua- 
tions of the dollar and pound 
from September, 1931, to Decem- 
ber, 1933, As an ex-Imperial, 
allow me to state that the pound 
will have to hit the six dollar 
mark and remain there for about 
two years before restitution has 
been made to Imperial pensioners 
whose cheques were discounted 
by our patriotic banks; it is 
however as a Canadian citizen 
that I attack the greatest im- 
portance to the rise of the pound 

The chart I have referred to 
shows that about August, 1933, 
the pound took a sudden leap 
hitting the five dollar mark, Was 
it just a co-incidence that Can- 
ada had to meet a payment in

London of nine and one-half mil- 
lion dollars at that identical mo- 
ment? 

Some months ago Mr. Bennett 
stated that Canada could print 
100 million dollars of Dominion 
notes and still remain within the 
gold coverage; if that is so, why 
did he borrow 15 million pounds 
in London a few months ago; at 
the present rate of exchange this 
is about 75 million dollars plus 
interest. This transaction was 
hailed with a sort of patriotic 
satisfaction, as an indication that 
our future borrowings would be 
made in the London market; are 
we to derive satisfaction from 
the fact that there is a new milk- 
man on the job? 

We cannot afford to be apath- 
etic in this matter; why should 
Canada have to borrow money, 
when our government has all 
power to print its own?

Stewart, given three years by Mr. 
Justice Ives in Criminal court fol- 
lowing a conviction by a jury on a 
charge of being a member of an 
unlawful assembly. The charge was 
laid as a result of the riots around 
Market square on Dec, 20, 1932, 
when unemployed and the police 
clashed,

peal on the point that while there 
was evidence of counselling unem- 
ployed to take part in the march 
at meetings, there was no proof 
that he had been among those in 
the encounter with the police, nor 
was there any evidence that any of 
those he had so counselled, were 
present at the actual disturbance.
